| Heathens were to be reclaimed: Bur if Chri- 
ſtianity had taught them there were Three 
Gods to be acknowledged, they had as good,

can Three Perſons be one God? A. They can't be 


both One and Three in the ſame Reſpeas, bur 


they are One and Three in different Reſpe&s. . 
Tho? we can't comprehend how this is, yet we 
are bound'to believe it, fince it is very clearly 
delivered in the Scriptures. Sa 
Dr. Sherlock ſays, There is nothing more 


plain and expreſs in Scripture, than the Faith 
of Father, Son and Holy Ghoſt, or the Do- 
Ctrine of the Trinity in Unity. We all own 


with the Scripture, that there is but one God ; 
but we ſay farther, as the Scripture teaches us, 


that there arc three, Father, Son, and Holy 


Ghoſt, each of which is true and perte& God. 
This they ſay is a Contradiction; and if it be 

ſo, there is an end of this Faith; for both Parts 
of a Contradiction can't be true, but to be 


Three and One upon different Accounts and 


in different Senſes is no Contradiction; for thus 


Three may be One, and One Three and this 


is all the Scripture teaches, or that we profeſs. 


to believe whatever the Miſtery of this Diſtin- 


Gion and Unity be. But this will nor ſatisfy 


theſe Philoſophical Wits, unleſs they can com- 


prehend how Father, Son and Holy Ghoſt, are 


really anddiſtinty Three, and eſſentially One, 


the Manner of which the Scripture gives no 
Account of, and therefore this is no Diſpute in 
Faith, but only in Philoſophy, Sherleck's Ser- 


mons on ſeveral Occaſions, x 278, 279, 280. 


Dr. Ouen ſays, Now the Sum of this Reve- 
lation in this Matter, is, that God is one; 
that this one God is Father, Son and Holy 
Ghoſt. Ouen of the Trinity, p. 26. And ſpeak- 
ing of Goſpel Worſhip, ſays, the expreſs Objedt 
of it is God, not as abſolutely confider'd, but

Dr. Manton, ſpeaking of Chriſt being ſent, 
ſays, It implieth his diſtin& Subſiſtence that 
Chriſt is a diſtin& Perſon from the Father; for 
he that ſendeth, and he that is ſent, are diſtin- 
guiſh'd; mark I ſay, it implieth Diſtinction, but 
not Inferiority againſt. the Arians. Perſons e- 
qual by mutual Conſent, may ſend one ano- 
ther, as we ſee among Men. Now this ſend- 
ing is applied to the Father, partly becauſe the 
Fa ther in theſe Places is not taken perſonally 
but eſſent ially; for the Decree of the Father is 
the Decree of the Son and Spirit; they are one 
in Eſſence and one in Will; their Actions are 
undivided, &.

Baxter, in his familiar Way of Catechiſing, 
p. 130, 137. C. Are there more Gods thay one ? 
M. No: But in God there are three Perſons, 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt. C. How can 
Three Perſons be one God? M. As well as one Sun 


can have Hear, and Light, and Motion; for a 


Perſon in the Godhead 1s not like the Perſons 
Men, which are ſo many Subſtances divide 
from one another; but this is the greateſt Mi- 
ſtery, which you muſt! learn better hereafter, 
when you are. riper and more capable., C. Hath 
God a Son? M. Yes; but not begotten as we 
Men are, by our Parents. C. How then? M. No 
Similitude can ſhew us clearly theſe great un- 
ſearchable Miſteries; but ſome may a little 
help us clearly to underſtand ſomewhat of 
them. Do you know how the Sun begets or 
cauſeth the Beams of Light? Or do you know 
bow a Man begetteth or cauſeth his own 
Thoughts?

Mr. Troſs ſays, That there is a Priority of 
Order, tho? not of Time nor of Dignity, much 
leſs of Eſſence in the Trinity of Perſons. When 


we approach the Deity in our Devotions, we 


ought to conſider it as Three Perſons in one 
Eflence. When he came to ſpeak to the laſt 
Clauſe of the 6th Anſwer in the Aſſembly's 


Catech'ſm, he ſays, And thus far J have finiſh'd | 


this great, neccſſary, fundamental Doctrine of 
the Trinity, as 'tis Orthodoxly deſcribed in 


this Paragraph ; for I necd to ſay nothing of 


what follows, to wit, the ſame in Subſtance, 


Power, and Glory ; ; for having prov'd them to 


be each of them the moſt High, the Eſſential 


hovah, the Son to be Jehovah, and the Holy 
Ghoſt to be Jehovah, every one of the Three, 


Sne&-ablbhe Tree, and all the Three, to be the 


ſame Jehovah We have proved that they are 
the ſame in Subſtance and Eſſence, in Power 


and Authority, in Glory and Worſhip; and as 


ſuch they muſt be acknowledged by us.

Dr. Bales ſays, the Doctrine of the Trinity is 
not a meer ſpeculative Truth, nor the Denial of 
it a ſpeculative Error. The Trinity is not only 
an Object of Faith, but of Worſhip : In Bap- 
tiſm we are dedicated to the ſacred Trinity, in 


the Name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt ;« 


which clearly proves they are of the ſame Au- 
thority and Power, and conſequently of the 
ſame 1 for *tis impoſſible to conceive of 
three Infinite Beings, for by Neceſſity one would 
limit another who can prove by irreſiſtible Evi- 
dence, that God who is an Infinite Good, can- 
not by an Infinite Communication of himſelf, 
be in diſtinct Subfiſtences. Tis true our Rea- 
ſon may find unaccountable Difſficulties, that 
One ſhould be Three in the Subfiſtences of 
Perſons, and Three One in Nature; but there 
can be no Proof that *tis impoſſible, without 
a perfect underſtanding the Nature of God.

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Mr. Corbat ſays, The Doctrine of the Trinity 
in the Unity of the Godhead, and of the In- 
catnation of the Eternal Word, is the Baſis or 
Foundation of the Chriſtian Religion. 

Mr. Matthew Hemy, in his Coxfeſſiow of Faith, 
mention'd in his Life, pag. 3. ſaith, I believe that 
the living and true God is but one God ; and
